SANTA FE TRAIN WRECKED. 


Twelie Killed and as Many Injured— 


M. J. ISrjan Helps to Care for 


the Injured. 


Empona, Kan , Sept 9 —One of the 


worst wrecks in the history of the Santa 
Fe railway occurred three miles east of 
here at 7 30 last night 
Twelve persons 


were killed and as many more badly hurt. 


The fast mall tram going east and the 


Mexico and California express, pnlled by 
two locomotives, came together and when 
they struck the boilers of all three en- 
gines exploded aud tor* a hole in *bo 
gronnd so deep that the smoking car of 
the westbound tram went in on top of the 
three endues and two mail cars and bal- 
anced there without turning over. 


Passengers in the smoking car escaped 


through the windows. The front end of 
this ear was enveloped in a volume) of stif- 
ling smoke and steam from the wreck be

is that of vermin exterminators or yoi- 
boning agenti. It was in tlie year 1SS9 
that Prof. Loelller, while experiment- 
ing with mice in his 
laboratory

UHefswaltl. discovered a micro-organ- 
ism which was extremely fatal to all 
kinds of mice. 
The happy idea oc- 


curred to the professor that this lethal 
little microbe, which he 
christened 


liacilliis typlii 
murhnn, 
might, 
be 


turned to 'excellent account in combat- 
ing plagues of "eld mice in grain fields 
where tlie devastation committed b\ 
these voracious rodents had become in 
,iarts of Greece and KussJa a serious 
source of loss to agricuHtiriMs. 
Ux- 


periiucnts were accordingly made on 
a small scale to test the efficiency of this 
bacterial poisoner in destroying h'eltl 
mice, and so successful were the re- 
sults that 
Lot-filer 
confidently 
an- 


nuiinccd the possibility of 
keeping 


<.own those pests by distributing food 
material infected with these bacteria 
over fields which were imaded by them. 
The (ireek government took up the 
question, and Loeflier's method was ap- 
plied with brilliant results; the dis- 
ease was disseminated with extraordi- 
nary rapidity and severity, and the 
nice were readily destroyed. 


The idea was not original, for Pas- 
enr had already, in IbSS, suggested to 
,he international rabbit commission 
n Australia that chicken-cholera mi- 
crobes should be employed for destroy- 
n<r the rabbits, which then as now are- 
such a soorce of ditlieulty and1 pecuni 
ary loss to the country. No act ive meas- 
ures appear to have been taken, how- 
ever, to carry out this suggestion, one 
of the principal objections raised be- 
ing the undesirmbility of introducing 
a disease which was at. that time be- 
lieved to be 11 stranger to the colony. 
Quite recently, w i t h i n the past, year, 
the idea has been revived by Mr. Pound, 
the government bacteriologist at. Bris- 
bane, in consequence, of his discovery 
that chicken cholera, far from not exist- 
ing in Australia, has infested poultry 
yards more or less extensively for sev- 
eral years pas'» although it Iras only 
recently been diagnosed n« such. This 
chicken cholera microbe is particularly 
well suited for the wcrk in question, 
iraismuch as, while extremely fatal to 
•abbits, it is without uiii.v effect what- 
ever on farm stock of various kinds, 
uid i<* perfectly harmless to man, so 
that its handling l>y the uninitiated is 
not attended with any personal danger 
whatever.—Longman's Magazine.

Such Price. Were Once Paid for the 


Graln-IntereRtlns Figures Taken 


From an Old Account Book. 


Now that there Is so much talk about 


the prices of aorn and wheat it is Interest 
lag to know of the large sums that were 
once paid for tho graina. Dr. James L. 
Bevans has in his possession an old ao 
count book which belonged to one of his 
ancestors and contains some interesting 
figures In regard to prices paid In the 
early days. In the fly leaf of the book is 
the following inscription: 
"Benjamin 


Blvans, his book, March 25, 1768, or the 
third year it the reign of our Sovereign 
Lord George III." The accounts and 
memoranda in the book show that In 
those early days high prices were paid for 


Rrain. In 1706 and 1777 41 cents was 
paid for corn. In '78 and '80 it sold for 
50 
nts per bushel, In 1795 corn was sold 


for »i 16 2-3 cents per bushel and in 179" 
for I1.6P 3-3 cents. 
The difference In 


prices of other grains then and now is not 


I so great as that of corn. Oats in 1769 
sold for 89 K cents per bushel, in 1781 for 
£8 cents and in 178S for 50 cents per 
bushel. Wheat sold in 170B for 66 3 3 
conta, In 1777 for S3 1-3 cents. In 1778 
for $1, and in 1795 for $1.60 per bushel.

Henry M. Post criticizing BrvrD, lu the 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat, touching his 
labor doy remarks about "government by 
ininnctlon," says: 


"Mr. W. .T. Bryan, in bis speech nt 


Conccrdia pirk yesterday, undertook to 
pass as a lawyer, at least be paid he WHS 
one, and as a statesman, and as sink, and 
as a mo--e than willing candidate for the 
chief umgiftray of tho United States, 
volunteered 
to instruct his audience, 


which was largely composed of men whose 
time was devoted to the production of 
wealth by honest, hard labor and could 
not be supposed to know very much about 
law or constitutional history. la his 
capacity as a lawyer, be said: 


'"Laboring people have n special inter- 


est just DOW in securing relief fiom what 
Is aplly cescribed as "gsverument by In- 
junction." The extent to which the writ 
of Injunction has been abused within re- 
cent years has aroused a hostility which 
Is almost universal. 
So indefensible ia 


the writ of injunction when applied to the 
settlement of labor troubles that tbu sen- 
ate of the United States h»s already 
passed, with scarcely a di=sentlnE vote, a 
bill providing for a trial by jury where 
the contempt is not committed in tho 
preienre of the court. The bill bus as yet 
failed to pass the house, but it is only a 
question of tune when government by in- 
junction will be cured by legislation. 
» 


* * The writ of injunction is generally 
sought by employers who, aft«r combin- 
ing among themselves, endeavor to pre- 
sent co-operation among their employes 
The main purpose of the writ of Injunc- 
tion In such eases Is to avoid trial by 
jury. Without entering upon a discus- 
sion of the subject, I desire to surest 
tbut trial by jury Is more Important to tho 
American people today that It over was 
' before In tho nation's history. It waa 
originally intended UP a protection ngainst 
royalty, and it is today the main protec- 
tion which tlie people bivo against pluto- 
cracy, which is in this country what 
royalty Is under a monarchical foiiu of 
government.' 


"From these utterances, it might be 


Inferred by those of bis audience not 
versed in tho law that the writ of injunc- 
tion waa n new and diabolical device In- 
vented by tho 'plutocrats,' especially de- 
signed to oppress the laboring man, and 
that It was intended to take sway the 
right guaranteed by 'Magna Cbarta'of 
trial by jury. 


"Mr. 
Bryan as a lawyer knows, or 


ought to know, tbat the courts of equUy, 
from times almost as early aa 'Magna 
Cburta,' tinier the common law of Eng- 
land, pcssesed the power of granting writs 
cf Injunction, and that such writs were 
anticipatory, aiming to prevent appre- 
hended wrongs, which, once committed, 
were without redress. 
The statutes of 


the several states which vest in certain 
courts the power of issuing this writ 
simply embody the long-recognized power 
of courts of equity engrafted on our sys- 
tem of jurlgpiudejice. 


"He must have known, further, that 


the province of a court of equity in issu- 
ing such a writ in no wise conflicted with 
the right of trial by jury. 
The writ is 


directed to tho prevention of a contem- 
plated act, and at flrsu Is only temporary, 
giving the party enjoined the right to 
prove tbat the apprehension of Injury 1= 
unfounded. 
The function of tho jury is 


to ascertain whether or not 
certain 


alleged facts exist, and the proposed legis- 
lation referred to by Mr. Bryan simply 
niuans that, bnfore any one shall be con- 
victed of contempt by vijlatlon of any in- 
junction, the question as to whether tho 
overt act which would constitute con- 
tempt has be»n committed shall be re- 
ferred to a jury to determine the fact. 


Mr Uryan certainly does not mean tbat 


the question of Intention or future prob- 
abilities .must be trlrd by a jury before 
ooe in apprehension of a danger can have 
the protection of the courts. While the 
Jmy are being Impaneled and hearing the 
evidence, the boast) may be burned down.
